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17.S. Marshals Called Errand Boys For Judges

WASHINGTON (AP) - The only dirty shirts Marshal Malt 


Dillon ever delivered were on the backs of ornery yahoos headed 
for the Dodge City hoosegow. Unlike television's "Gunsmoke" 
hero, some of today's U.S. marshals are delivering dirty shirts 
to the laundry at the order of federal judges, according to 
congressional auditors. That's not all. Some marshals are 
washing judges' cars, ferrying them to the gas station for, fill- 
ups and acting as chauffeurs, the auditors reported. On one oc- 
caston, judges used marshals as servants at a party. 


It's against federal regulations for marshals, who are sworn 


law enforcement officers, to perform personal services for 
judges. But officials say it's probably not against lite law. The 
General Accounting Office, the investigative arm of Congress, 
described the practice in a report on the effectiveness of the U.S. 
Marshals Service. 


In five judicial districts, the report said, deputy marshals 


"were used to some extent to perform such duties as washing 


judges' cars, chaufteuring judges and picking up laundry." 
Thomas Jurkiewicz, the GAO supervisory management auditor 
who worked on the report, said the locations involved are 
Washington, the northern district of Illinois (Chicago), the 
northern district of Florida (Pensacola and Tallahassee), the 
southern district of Mississippi (Biloxi, Jackson and Gulfport) 
and the western district of Kentucky (Louisville, Lexington and 
Owensboro). 


"I hare never heard of any judge having a marshal wash his 


car or take care of his laundry," said Chief U.S. Dislrict Judge 
James B. Parsons of Chicago. "If that's going on I don't teiw 
anything about it," declared Chief Judge Dan M. Russell of the 
Mississippi district. "That's ridiculous." 


Parsons said deputy marshals arc used to drive senior judges, 


"who have difficulty getting about," from the train station to 
the courthouse. Senior judges have retired from active status 
but handle some cases on a part-time basis. The Florida dis- 
trict's two judges were out of the state and couldn't be reached 
for comment, said an office secretary. There was no answer at 


the office of Chief Judge Rhodes Bralcher in Louisville. 


In Washington, Chief Judge William B. Jones was on vaca- 


tion. The acting chief judge, Joseph C. Waddy, also was out of 
town, but his law clerk said that "the judge has a longstanding 
policy of never discussing matters with the press." 


The GAO found that deputy marshals were regularly per- 


forming personal services in the five districts, Jurkiewicz said. 
The practice cropped up infrequently in other districts, he ad- 
ded. "There were cases where the judge gives the marshal the 
laundry and says 'take it to the cleaners and get the ticket and 
then pick it up when it's ready," he reported. 


"Some were tokl to take the car to the gas station to get the 


tank filled. In one case, marshals were used to butler a party," 
he said. Jurkiewicz said the party incident was in Chicago. "I've 
never heard of that," retorted Judge Parsons. "Butler a party? 
We don't'do that in the Midwest anyway." 


A spokeswoman for the U.S. Marshals Service said agency 


officials asked the GAO for names of those involved and further 
details. The GAO refused, she said, "so we couldn't investigate. 


This type of thing is in violation of Marshals Service regula- 
tions. But to our knowledge, no one is doing it. As far as 
headquarters is concerned, this is not happening." she said. 


The GAO report said the findings were based on inquiries to 


officials in 29 judicial districts. Carl Irnlay, general counsel of 
the Administrative Office of U.S. Courts, said it would be 
improper for a judge to use a marshal for personal chores. "We 
certainly don't tolerate that." he said. But he added that he 
knows of no federal law against it. 


Some marshals "expressed a resentment at being required to 


do this type of work." Jurkiewicz said. "But when a judge asks 
you to do something, it's in essence a court order. The judges 
actually have the upper hand." 


The marshals technically work for the Justice Department, 


but they are assigned to the 94 U.S. District Courts to protect 
judges, plan courthouse security, guard and transport prisoners 
and serve legal papers on those involved in criminal and civil 
cases. The GAO said many judges complained of inadequate 
security measures and recommended that the Marshals Sen-ice 
work with other agencies to tighten the safeguards.

ATLANTA (AP) — Scientists 


at the Center for Disease Con- 
trol today eliminated influenza 
and fungi as possible causes of 
the mysterious "legionnaires 
disease" and said test results 
point toward a toxic substance 
as a cause. 


"The epidemic has peaked 


and is on its way out," Dr. 
David Sencer, director of the 
CDC. told a news conference. 


of the disease now focuses on an 
unidentified virus still being 
sought in the laboratories and a 
possible toxin that may have 
infected, the victims while in 
Philadelhpia. 


New .information on a possible 


viral source was expected when 
new tests are completed today 
at state Health Department 
laboratories in Philadelphia and 
at the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta. 


Meanwhile, teams of medical 


detectives fanned out today to 
check the six hotels and scores 
of restaurant where those at- 
tending the convention stayed 
and ate. They were checking air 
conditioning systems, water 
sources, food and even carpets 
and wallpaper, looking for a 
toxin — a poisonous substance 
— that may have triggered the 
outbreak. 


No new cases of the disease 


have been reported since Tues- 
day, 
state Health Secretary 


Leonard Bacnman reported 
Thursday. He said that some of 
the 138 persons hospitalized in 
the outbreak have been allowed 
to return home. 


There was still no evidence of

ATLANTA (AP) — Scientists 
at the Center for Disease Con­ 
trol today eliminated influenza 
and fungi as possible causes of 
the mysterious “ legionnaires 
disease” and said test results 
point toward a toxic substance 
as a cause 
“The epidemic has peaked 
and is on its way out,” Dr. 
David Sencer, director of the 
CDC, told a news conference. 


of the disease now focuses on an 
unidentified virus still being 
sought in the laboratories and a 
possible toxin that may have 
infected the victims while in 
Philadelhpia. 


New information on a possible 
viral source was expected when 
new tests are completed today 
at state Health Department 
laboratories in Philadelphia and 
at the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta. 


Meanwhile, teams of medical 
detectives fanned out today to 
check the six hotels and scores 
of restaurant where those at­ 
tending the convention stayed 
and ate. They were checking air 
conditioning systems, water 
sources, food and even carpets 
and wallpaper, looking for a 
toxin — a poisonous substance 
— that may have triggered the 
outbreak. 


No new cases of the disease 
have been reported since Tues­ 
day, state Health Secretary 
Leonard 
Bachman 
reported 
Thursday. He said that some of 
the 138 persons hospitalized in 
the outbreak have been allowed 
to return home 


There was still no evidence of 
contagious 
spread 
of 
the 
disease, he added, and evidence 
points to a slacking off. 


“ We believe the reporting 
system is good and we are op­ 
tim istic,” 
said 
Bachman, 
standing before a chart de­ 
tailing the preplexing strength 
with which the disease broke 
forth 


The legionnaires opened their 
convention in Philadelphia July 
21 and adjourned July 24. The 
following Monday, more than a 
score of people who attended or 
had some contact with the con­ 
vention were ill. 


One man who exhibited the 
disease symptoms died Tues­ 
day, July 27, according to 
Bachman’s chart. Three days 
later, last Friday, four deaths 
were recorded There was one 
death last Saturday. 


Then came the peak 
six 
deaths last Sunday and nine, the 
highest number for single day, 
on Monday. More than 100 
people were hospitalized by that 
time. New cases were being 
confirmed, but all traced back

When both Congress and the White 


House are in substantial agreement on 
the course of the economy, and that 
course is favorable, even a confirmed 
pessimist should be obliged to reas- 
sess his position.

Meeting In Ceylon 


• Colombo, capital of the Asian nation 
of Sri Lanka (Ceylon), will have its 
brief moment in the international 
spotlight when the Conference 
of 


Nonaligned Nations, meets there, 
starting Monday, Aug. 9. About 8,000 
representatives of more.than 60 coun- 
tries are expected tp attend the 
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conference, which is designed to for- 
mulate common policies independent 
of-Soviet or American influence. The 
issues to be discussed include the sta- 
tus of Israel and Korea, Puerto Rican 
independence, and race relations in 
South Africa. 


The first conference of Third World 


countries met in Bandung, Indonesia, 
in 1956. The purpose was to assert a 
third voice in world affairs — one dif- 
fering from those of the western or 
Communist blocs. A second meeting 
took place in Belgrade in 1960, and 
others have been held at quadrennial 
intervals since then. This year's 
conference is the first to be held in 
Asia since the original one at Ban- 
dung. 


Sri Lanka has spent more than S6- 


million on advance preparations, with 
the delegates' safety a major con- 
sideration. Tourism will be suspended 
for the duration of the meeting, and 
foreign visitors already in the country 
when the conference begins will be 
. required to undergo security screen- 
ings. The delegates, some of whom are 
chiefs of state, will be closely guarded.

daranaike has a special interest in 
seeing that the conference proceeds 
smoothly. With Sri Lanka's general 
elections loss than a year away, she is 
seeking to enhance her personal image 
as well as that of her country.

"If you look at the precincts, 


_ there were tw« elections in the 


primary," Casey said, "the 
blacks who went overwhel- 
mingly for Austin and the 
whites who went overwhel- 
mingly for the three white can- 


didates." 


Casey said Austin apparently 


received about 15 per cent of the 
white vote, and that slipped to 
less than 10 per cent in most 
white Detroit and suburban 
precincts. The black vote turned 
out and voted nearly 95 per cent 
for Austin, Casey said, but it 
wasn't enough. 


Austin received a greater 


proportion of the white vote 
outstate, Casey said, getting 
upwards of 25 per cent. He was

I t s Nice They Agree 


When both Congress and the White 
House are in substantial agreement on 
the course of the econom y, and that 
course is favorable, even a confirmed 
pessim ist should be obliged to reas­ 
sess his position. 


In its most bullish assessm ent since 
the recession, the Congressional Bud­ 
get Office says the economy appears to 
be on a sound recovery at least 
through the end of 1977, and in fact “ it 
may be possible to sustain the expan­ 
sion for som e tim e beyond 1977.” As 
recently as March, the congressional 
panel was skeptical whether the drop 
in unemployment would continue. 


Now, the budget office sees both 


inflation and unem ploym ent is con­ 
tinuing problems, but well within the 
guidelines of a moderate recovery. 
Inflation should range between 5 and 7 
per cent through 1977, the agency 
predicts, and unemployment continue 
dropping from its present 7.5 per cent 
of the work force to 6 per cent by the 
end of next year.

Meeting In Ceylon 


Colombo, capital of the Asian nation 
of Sri Lanka (Ceylon), will have its 
brief moment in the international 
spotlight 
when 
the Conference of 
Nonaligned 
Nations 
m eets 
there, 
starting Monday, Aug. 9. About 8.000 
representatives of more than 00 coun­ 
tries 
are 
expected 
to 
attend 
the 
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conference, which is designed to for­ 
mulate common policies independent 
of Soviet or American influence. The 
issues to be discussed include the sta­ 
tus of Israel and Korea, Puerto Rican 
independence, and race relations in 
South Africa. 


The first conference of Third World 
countries met in Bandung, Indonesia, 
in 1950. The purpose was to assert a 
third voice in world affairs — one dif­ 
fering from those of the western or 
Communist blocs. A second m eeting 
took place in Belgrade in 19H0, and 
others have been held at quadrennial 
intervals 
since 
then. 
This 
year’s 
conference is the first to be held in 
Asia since the original one at Ban­ 
dung. 


Sri Lanka has spent more than $0- 
million on advance preparations, with 
the delegates’ safety a major con­ 
sideration. Tourism will be suspended 
for the duration of the m eeting, and 
foreign visitors already in the country 
when the conference begins will be 
required to undergo security screen­ 
ings. The delegates, some of whom are 
chiefs of state, w ill be closely guarded.

daranaike has a special interest in 
seeing that the conference proceeds 
smoothly. With Sri Lanka’s general 
elections less than a year away, she is 
seeking to enhance her personal im age 
as well as that of her country. Her

>he retorts that it will bring lasting 
benefits, including foreign financial 
aid. Cuba no doubt hopes that w ill be 
the case. The next conference is to be 
held in Havana in 1980. 


White Vote Beat Austin, 
Campaign Aide Declares

Richard A ustin’s race cost 
him the U.S. Senate nomination, 
according to his top cam paign 
consultant. 


Jack Casey, a cam paign and 
elections expert who advised 
Austin and is vice president of 
the Detroit public relations firm 
of M.G. Casey Inc., said Thurs­ 
day that vote results starkly 
showed the split along racial 
lines. 


'It s too clear cut to be 
anything else as far as I'm con- 
eerned,” Casey said. "There is 
no question people viewed him 
as a black candidate.” 


Austin, the secretary of state, 
was beaten w ith surprising ease 
in 
T uesday's 
D em ocratic 
primary by Rep. Donald Reigle* 
of 
Flint. 
And 
Casey 
said 
analysis of returns leaves him 
no doubt that the fact Austin is 
black lost him the nomination. 


“If you look at the precincts, 
there were two elections in the 
prim ary,” Casey said, “ the 
blacks 
who 
went 
overw hel­ 
mingly 
for Austin and 
the 
white's 
who went 
overwhel- 
nungly for the three white can­ 


didates.” 


Casey said Austin apparently 
received about 15 per cent of the 
white vote, and that slipped to 
less than 10 per cent in most 
white Detroit and suburban 
prcnnc ts The- black vote turned 
out and voted nearly 95 per cent 
for Austin, Casey said, but it 
wasn't enough. 


Austin received a g reater 
proportion of the white vote 
outstate, Casey said, getting 
upwards of 25 per cent. He was 
particularly strong in the Upper 
Peninsula “ where there is no 
black-white social tension.” 


Casey said election results 
show two other tilings — that 
voters won’t tell pollsters about 
the effect of race on their 
choice, and that the importance 
of race depends on the office 
involved. 


“ Polls don't read how people 
are going to react ra cially ,” 
Casey said, referring to surveys 
which showed Austin far in the 
lead. “ There are certain things 
you don't reveal to persons 
asking questions, particularly 
over the telephone. You say 
things that are socially accep­ 
table People told pollsters one

Most of the attention has cen-

academ ies, which were forced 
by law to adm it women for the* 
first tim e in their long history 
this year. 


A woman cadet found in bed 
with a m ale cadet was forced to 
re*sign 
from 
the 
M erchant 
Marine Academy, although her 
companion 
was 
allowed 
to 
rem ain 
and 
graduate 
on 
schedule. The academ y reluc­ 
tantly reinstated he*r only after 
the A m erican Civil L iberties 
Union and a U.S. Senator pro­ 
tested the double standard 


And it caused a stir when the 
first woman plebe out of 81 in 
the entering class at the U.S. 
Naval Academy resigned. Yet 
there* were no sim ilar overtones 
of "can't take it” when 15 m ale 
plebes also resigned the sam e 
week. 


But 
the 
m ost 
flagrant 
discrim ination against women 
continues to be the noncommis­ 
sioned officer enlistm ent p rac­ 
tices of the Army, Navy and 
M arine Corps. The Air Force 
technically 
adm its 
women 
recruits on an equal qualifying 
basis with men, although there 
are serious com plaints that in 
practice Air Force recru iters 
allow no more than 15 per cent 
of any given job category to be 
fille*d by women, even though it 
might mean some of the male- 
reserved jobs go em pty while 
women are turned away. 


Two months ago, Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rum sfeld o r­ 
dered the Secretaries of the 
Army and the Navy to review 
their standards for recruiting to 
weed 
out 
regulations 
that 
disc rim inate against women. 


Rumsfeld, beyond issuing the 
order, has not exactly given the 
problem top priority, and no 
real progress has been m ade to 
date*. 


The Army, Navy and M arine 
Corps, which opened most non­ 
combat specialties to women in 
1972 with the end of the draft 
and congressional passage of 
the Equal Rights Am endment, 
have official regulations which 
require that 
women 
cannot 
enlist without graduating from 
high school, although men can 
do so. They also impose higher 
"m ental requirem ent” criteria 
on women than the*y do on men. 


In addition, a study by the 
General 
Accounting 
Office 
stows that job opportunities for 
women in all the services are 
limited because recruiters fail 
to tell women about occupa­ 
tional options, no standards 
have 
been 
established 
for 
m easuring women’s strength, 
stamina and other abilities, and 
combat rt*quirem ents restrict 
both 
jobs 
and 
prom otions 
available. 


Federal law prohibits women 
from being assigned to combat 
aircraft or vessels other than 
hospital and transport ships, 
but there is no legislation 
preventing the assignm ent of 
women to other combat related 
occupations In actual practice, 
however, 
the 
m ilitary 
has 
excluded women from all suc h 
assignm ents, which tend to 
include 
the 
most 
desirable 
specialities in term s of pay, 
authority and prom otion pos­ 
sibilities

port, according to consultant 
Nigel Flnney. 


However, he estimated that 


traffic ' projections 
for .jet 


aircraft indicate that the noise 
level would be at a nuisance 
level only about nine minutes in 
a 24-hour day. The peak level 
would still be below minimum 


federal noise regulations, he 
added. 


Finney also predicted that 


airplane technology in the fu- 
ture will reduce even further the 
noise factor from jet aircraft. 


The proposed plan, estimated 


to 
cost 
approximately 
$2 


million, could be funded up to 95 
per cent by the state and federal 
governments. 


If underlain, the expansion 


would include a new 5,300-foot 
northeast-southwest 
runway

surance law is unconstitutional 
because it discriminates against 
the poor.

Before Inheritance... 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Court of Appeals has 
upheld a state law requiring the father of an illegitim ate child to 
legally acknowledge the child is his before it can share in his 
estate. The court ruled Thursday on the appeal of Ellen Jackson 
and her son, Jeffrey, born out of wedlock and father by Jam es 
Easley. Easley was killed and Wayne County Circuit Court 
awarded Easley’s estate to his son by m arriage. The appeals 
court said the decision was proper since a father must file an 
acknowU*dgement of paternity in probate court before his illegi­ 
timate child can be an heir. A probate court order that the father 
support an illegitimate child does not establish that child’s right 
of inheritance, the court said. 


City Councilman Killed 


ITHACA, Mich. (AP) — Corunna City Councilman Thomas 
Renwick was killed when a car struck him Thursday on U.S. 27 
near Ithaca, officials said. Gratiot County deputies said Renwick, 
36, who is employed by a construction company, was standing 
along the highway when a car went out of control, ran off the 
roadway and struck him. The car also crashed into the rear of a 
construction company truck that Renwick and another worker 
were using to remove warning zone signs. Renwick and the driver 
of the auto, Hendrik Zwarensteyn, 63, of Okemos, were both 
pronounced dead at the scene. 


More Federal Judges? 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — The number of judges for the 
federal court covering Western Michigan and the Upper Penin­ 
sula could be doubled by late next spring, says the court’s chief 
judge. U.S. District Court Judge Noel Fox made the prediction 
after learning a subcommittee of the Judicial Conference of 
United States Courts had recommended adding a fourth judge for 
the 49-county Western District of Michigan. Currently, Fox and 
Wendell Miles are the district’s only judges. But the U.S. Senate 
has approved money to pay a third judge and the question awaits 
action in the House Fox said the subcom m ittee’s call for a fourth 
judge was “ a strong one” and he is optim istic the full Judicial 
Conference will agree. Recommendations of the Conference, 
headed by Supreme Court Chief Ju stice W arren Burger, usually 
are approved by the full court and sent to Congress. 


Teacher Pacts Lagging 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Nearly 300 school districts remain 
without new teacher contracts as Michigan schools prepare to 
open in about a month, the state Board of Education reports. The 
board said Thursday the unsettled contracts involve 56 per cent of 
the districts in the state. Contract negotitations are underway in 
those districts and there is no way to tell if widespread school 
strikes will erupt, a state Department of Education spokesman 
said Bitter school strikes kept students out of class in several 
Michigan districts two years ago, prompting law m akers to 
wrestle with writing a law to curb illegal teacher walkouts. Gov. 
William Milliken ultimately vetoed the proposed bill. As of last 
Tuesday, 221 of Michigan’s 530 K 12 districts, or 42 per cent, 
reported signal contracts, and 10, or 2 per cent, reported tentative 
agreements, the board said. 


Food-Dragging Charged 


SAULT S T E MARIE, Mich. (AP) — A dozen Sault Ste. Marie 
businessmen have charged a governor’s panel with dragging its 
feet and ignoring the possibility that Kincheloe Air Force base 
may actually be closed. The New Sault businessmen’s committee 
charged Thursday that Gov. William M illiken’s 23-member 
Kincheloe Economic Action Committee is concentrating all its 
efforts on keeping Kincheloe open, and is not adequately inves­ 
tigating alternative plans in case the Chippewa County base is 
shut down. New Sault m embers said they may try to sue the Air 
Force to make it either keep the base open, or phase it out slowly 
while providing some kind of aid to help the area recover from the 
anticipated economic blow. Milliken’s panel, headed by Lake 
Superior State College President Kenneth J . Shouldice, was 
charged with trying to save Kincheloe after the Department oj 
Defense announced last spring that the base was a possible 
candidate for closure 


‘Protecting" Is Key Word 


DETROIT (AP) — The United Auto Workers and General 
Motors Corp. planned today to discuss ways to protect recently 
hired minorities and women as well as older workers in time of 
layoffs. UAW officials said one proposal would guarantee* that 
workers with low seniority retain recall rights for three years 
after being laid off. “ If we can get that one, it will one hell of a 
good stroke of business,” said Bill Colbath, administrative as­ 
sistant to UAW Vice President Irving Bluestone. Colbath said the 
union also wants such workers to be told how they are rated by 
their supervisor when they are laid off. He said workers should 
have a right to know if their record has been marked “ not to be 
rehired.” 


Arraignments For 20-Plus 


PORT HURON, Mich. (AP) — Arraignments on drug-related 
chargc^ were scheduled today for more than 20 persons from the 
Algonac and New Baltimore areas who were arrested Thursday in 
a police dragnet. State Police said the arrests broke up a m ajor 
drug ring in southeastern Michigan. Those arrested were charged 
with the selling of one or more drugs, including heroin, PCB and 
marijuana. Troopers said the arrests took place at a number of 
residences in southern St. Clair County and northeastern Macomb 
County. The arrests ended a four-month investigation by State 
Police detectives.

Senate Favors 
Tax Break For 
College Students 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate is recommending a $250-a- 


year tax cut to help students pay their way through college or 
vocational school. The special credit would start aUlOO next July 1 
and rise by 150 a year until it hit the maximum $250 in I860. If the 
student had a job and filed his own tax return, he could subtract up 
to $250 from taxes owed. Otherwise, the tax credit would go to the 
student's parents or spouse, whichever paid his college expenses fur 
tuition, books or fees. The credit does not cover room and board 
expenditures. 


The credit, written into a multi-billion-dollar tax bill Thursday, 


wtxild cost the U.S. treasury' W.I billion a year when fully effective. 
No similar credit was contained in the House version of the tax bill. 


The Senate also: 
—Approved a sweeping revision of the estate tax, which would 


reduce government revenues by $2 billion a year. The effect would 
be to exempt from the tax all but the richest 2 per cent of estates. 
Current law applies to the top 7 per cent. The House is considering 
similar legislation. 


—Voted a ?500-a-year tax credit, which is subtracted from taxes 


owwl, to help athletes train for the U.S. Olympics or Pan-American 
games teams. Organizations that foster development of Olympic 
athletes would be assured tax-exempt status, and citizens who 
contribute to such groups would be allowed a tax deduction. 


The young athletes would be allowed a credit of 20 per cent of the 


first $2,500 of training costs. 


—Twice rejected efforts led by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, DMaine, 


to (all the massive tax bill and retain only the provisions extending 
individual tax cuts through Dec. 31,1977. 


Once the Senate approves the overall bill, possibly tonight, a 


Senate-House conference committee must work out countless 


• differences in the Senate's tax-revision package and one approved 


by the House last year. 


Muskie, chairman of the Senate Budget Committee, contended 


the bill is so full of special-interest provisions and "tax give-aways" 
that it threatens the new congressional budget-making process. 


At one point in his battle with Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 


chairman of the Finance Committee, Muskie vowed to quit the 
Budget Committee unless the Senate gave him a vote of confidence 
by trying harder to stick to the budget. He later told reporters this 
threat was a bit of oratorical exaggeration. 


—Approved a new program allowing a worker to avoid taxation on 


the premiums paid by his employer for a group legal-service plan. 
This provision, if upheld by the House, could lead to widespread 
legal-aid plans In much the same way that firms now buy health 
insurance for their employes. 


Before approving the $250-a-ycar tax credit for college or voca- 


tional-school students, the Senate rejected an alternative offered by 
Sen. James Buckley, Con-R-N.Y., that would have allowed a tax 
deduction for tuition paid to a private college or elementary or high 
school. 


He said this wuuld end discrimination against parents who pay 


education taxes even though their children attend private schools. 
He lost, 82 to 37. 


Present law exempts from the estate lax the first $60,000 worth of 


a deceased person's property, and allows an additional $60,000 
exemption if the property is willed to the surviving spouse. 


The change voted by the Senate would replace the exemption with 


a gradually increasing credit. When fully effective in 1981, the 
credit would be $50,000, which would be equivalent to a $197,000 
exemption. In addition, half the estate or $250,000, whichever is 
greater, could escape taxation if willed to the spouse,

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Senate Favors 
Tax Break For 


College Students 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate is recommending a $250-a- 
year tax cut to help students pay their way through college or 
vocational school. The special credit would start at $100 next July 1 
and rise by $50 a year until it hit the maximum $250 in 1980 It the 
student had a job and filed his own tax return, he could subtract up 
to $250 from taxes owed. Otherwise, the tax credit would go to the 
student’s parents or spouse, whichever paid his college expenses tor 
tuition, books or fees. The credit does not cover room and board 
expenditures. 


The credit, written into a multi-billion-dollar tax bill Thursday, 
would cost the U.S. treasury $11 billion a year when fully effective. 
No similar credit was contained in the House version of the tax bill. 
The Senate also: 
—Approved a sweeping revision of the estate tax. which would 
reduce government revenues by $2 billion a year. The effect would 
be to exempt from the tax all but the richest 2 per cent of estates. 
Current law applies to the top 7 per cent. The House is considering 
sinular legislation. 


—Voted a $500-a-year tax credit, which is subtracted from taxes 
«»wed. to help athletes train for the U.S. Olympics or Pan-American 
games teams. Organizations that foster development of Olympic 
athletes would be assured tax-exempt status, and citizens who 
contribute to such groups would be allowed a tax deduction. 


The young athletes would be allowed a credit of 20 per cent ot the 
first $2,500 of training costs. 


—Twice rejected efforts led by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, DMaine, 
to kill the massive tax bill and retain only the provisions extending 
individual tax cuts through Dec. 31, 1977. 


Once the Senate approves the overall bill, possibly tonight, a 
Senate-House conference committee must work out countless 
differences in the Senate’s tax-revision package and one approved 
by the House last year. 


Muskie, chairman of the Senate Budget Committee, contended 
the bill is so full of special-interest provisions and “ tax give-aways” 
that it threatens the new congressional budget-making process. 


At one point in his battle with Sen. Russell B. Long, L)-La., 
chairman of the Finance Committee. Muskie vowed to quit the 
Budget Committee unless the Senate gave him a vote of confidence 
by trying harder to stick to the budget. He later told reporters this 
threat was a bit of oratorical exaggeration. 


—Approved a new program allowing a worker to avoid taxation on 
the premiums paid by his employer for a group legal-service plan 
This provision, if upheld by the House, could lead to widespread 
legal-aid plans in much the same way that firms now buy health 
insurance for their employes. 


Before approving the $250-a-vear tax credit for college or voca- 
tional-school students, the Senate rejected an alternative offered by 
Sen. James Buckley, Con-R-N.Y., that would have allowed a tax 
deduction for tuition paid to a private college or elementary or high 
school. 


He said this would end discrimination against parents who pay 
education taxes even though their children attend private schools. 
He lost. 52 to 37. 


Present law exempts from the estate tax the first $WI.(KM) worth of 
a deceased person's property, and allows an additional $60,000 
exemption if the property is willed to the surviving spouse. 


The change voted by the Senate would replace the exemption with 
a gradually increasing credit. When fully effective in 1981, the 
credit would be $50,000, which would be equivalent to a $197,000 
exemption. In addition, half the estate or $250,000, whichever is 
greater, could escape taxation if willed to the spouse.

Michigan apple marketers 


yesterday announced asking 
prices for this year's short ap- 
ple crop that in some cases are 
three times higher than proces- 
sors paid last fall. 


As a further indication of

Jonathans will be sold on a 2%- 
inch-up basis, according to the 
proposed schedule. A price of (4 
per hundredweight is asked for 
juice apples and apples smaller 
than 2% inches, Butler said. 


The proposed prices will be 


submitted to processors today. 
Growers and processors have 
until Sept. 20 to voluntarily 
agree on terms of sale for the 
crop. After that, binding arbi- 
tration under the state agricul- 
tural bargaining act will be 
mandatory.

Hayes, who directs the savage 


onslaughts of the Ohio State 
University football learn, most 
recently assaulted Michigan's 
sensitivities at a Big Ten foot- 
ball kfckoff luncheon in Chicago 
last week. 


For openers, he admitted that 


he had tattled to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) about recruiting viola- 
tions committed by Michigan 
State University football of- 
ficials. 


(Persons who turn in other 


persons to "authorities" are 
known by various names. Such 
usages as "snitch,v "fink," 
"stool pigeon" and "informer" 
come to mind.) 


Woody, one of the titanic 


figures of our era, cannot be 
classified with such shopworn 
words. I suggest the words 
"woodpeep" or ''woodsneak." 


But Hayes's second outrage — 


an alleged one — is of greatest 
concern because it falls under 
the category of atrocities that 
can tic dealt with constructively.

Bonders was physical but other 
reports from Chicago have it 
that Ihe Woodpeep 
merely 


seemed to attempt to slap and 
throttle as a result of bother- 
some questions. 


Whatever occurred, the in- 


cident is just another example 
of the Woodpeep's shabby 
treatment 
of 
fearful 


newshounds. When Woody wins 
a game, he may talk to 
reporters. When he loses, he 
may not talk to reporters. 
Either response is objectiona- 
ble. But since the Woodpeep 
apparently will be around until 
the next Ice Age, we must find a 
way to protect reporters from 


the Woodpccp and. incidentally, 
the Woodpecp from MSU and 
University of Michigan fans 
during autumnal rites. Too, we 
can protect toe Woodpwp from 
himself. 


My solution is that the Wood- 


peep be enclosed in a cage on 
wheels before, during and after 
football contests. 


I have in mind a vehicle 


similar to those that enclose 
lions and tigers and bears. This 
contrivance could be called a 
Woodpeeperbile.

If the NCAA enacts my proposal 
1 will insist upon protection for 
the Woodpeep. Elsewise, I 
withdraw the idea. 


One other thing. Newcomers 


to Michigan — as well as 
residents of Ohio — should not 
think that my proposal smacks 
of barbarism. 


History 
has 
given 
us 


examples of states and nations 
that allowed their citizens 
special dispensation to avidly 
dislike certain historic figures. 
For example, special dispensa- 
tions were issued to citizens of 
territories occupied by Genghis 
Khan and Attila the Hun. 


So it is in Michigan regarding 


Woody Hayes. In fact, many 
Michiganites would not trade 
Ihe tiniest tract in Clio for the 
whole state of Ohio. 


Woody Hit 
By Another 
Accusation 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— One Big 10 football player has 
alleged that Ohio State football 
coach Woody Hayes offea-d him 
an all-expense paid trip to the 
1974 Rose Bowl in Pasadena, 
according to a copyrighted story 
in the Michigan Slate student 
newspaper today. 


The player, who told the State 


News earlier this week'Hayes 
had given him a $50 bill during 
a dinner in January, 1974, told 
the paper Thursday, "About two 
weeks before, OSU left 
for 


California, Woody called and 
told me that he heard I uas of- 
fered a trip to the Rose Bowl. 


"He started lecturing me on 


how illegal it was for another 
school lo offer me such a trip," 
the student told the State News. 
"But I had not received such an 
offer. 


"Then, about five days before 


OSU was to leave for the coast. 
Woody called me and said that I 
was welconw to come with him 
to the Rose Bowl. If I-remember 
right, they left on a Saturday 
and he called me on either the 
Monday or Tuesday before. I 
lold him that I didn't want to 
go." 


Such an alleged offer is in 


violation of Big 10 and National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
rules, the Slate News said. 


The player had been highly 


recruited by many colleges, 
including OSU, before deciding 
on another Big 10 school, the 
Stale News reported. The news- 
paper said the player asked to 
remain anonymous to protect 
his remaining eligibility in the 
conference.

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‘Woodpeeperbile’ Would 
Cage Mean ‘Ole Woody

FLINT, Mich. (AP) - All 
Michiganites worthy of the 
name are — or should be — in­ 
censed by Woody Hayes’ two 
most recent outrages. After all, 
what are outrages for but to 
create outrage? 


Hayes, who directs the savage 
onslaughts of the Ohio State 
University football team, most 
recently assaulted Michigan's 
sensitivities at a Big Ten foot­ 
ball kickoff luncheon in Chicago 
last week. 


For openers, he admitted that 
he had tattled to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) about recruiting viola­ 
tions committed by Michigan 
State University football of­ 
ficials. 


(Persons who turn in other 
persons to “authorities” are 
known by various names. Such 
usages as “ snitch,v’ “ fink," 
“ stool pigeon” and “ informer” 
come to mind.) 


Woody, one of the titanic 
figures of our era, cannot be 
classified with such shopworn 
words. I suggest the words 
“woodpeep” or “woodsneak.” 


But Hayes’s second outrage — 
an alleged one — is of greatest 
concern because it falls under 
the category of atrocities that 
can be dealt with constructively. 


Bob Page, sports reporter for 
Detroit radio station W.JR, con­ 
tends 
that 
the 
Woodpeep 
slapped him and attempted to 
throttle down questions for­ 
mulated by Ed Bonders, sports 
editor of MSU’s student news­ 
paper. Page says the Wood- 
peep’s 
throttling 
down 
of 
Bonders was physical but other 
reports from Chicago have it 
that 
the 
Woodpeep 
merely 
seemed to attempt to slap and 
throttle as a result of bother­ 
some questions. 


Whatever occurred, the in­ 
cident is .just another example 
of 
the 
Woodpeep’s 
shabby 
treatment 
of 
fearful 
newshounds. When Woody wins 
a game, 
he 
may 
talk 
to 
reporters. When he loses, he 
may not talk to reporters. 
Either response is objectiona­ 
ble. But since the Woodpeep 
apparently will be around unill 
the next Ice Age, we must find a 
way to protect reporters from 


the Woodpeep and, incidentally, 
the Woodpeep from MSU and 
University of Michigan fans 
during autumnal rites. Too, we 
can protect the Woodpeep from 
himself. 


My solution is that the Wood­ 
peep be enclosed in a cage on 
wheels before, during and after 
football contests. 


I have in mind a vehicle 
similar to those that enclose 
lions and tigers and bears. This 
contrivance could be called a 
Woodpeeperbile. Not only would 
it prevent clashes but one can 
just imagine the publicity that 
would accrue to OSU after it 
unveils the vehicle. 


Since the Woodpeeperbile has 
wheels, the Woodpeep would not 
be hampered much 
in 
his 
coaching duties while his and 
some other coach’s thundering 
herds are gaumphing around 
the gridiron. 


Assistant coaches and sturdy 
benchwarmers could combine 
to 
push 
and 
shove 
the 
Woodpeeperbile up and down 
the sidelines while sackers aud 
ravagers sack and ravage.

Coach Cleared

has ruled that the captain of a high school basketball team 
cannot collect libel and slander damages from the coach 
who suspended him for disloyalty to the team. 


Ruling on the appeal of Daniel A Iaeeo, who was captain 
of the Clare High School basketball team in 1973, the court 
said Thursday coach John Bohannon had a “qualified 
privilege” to criticize his players. 


And since there was no evidence that his statements 
about Iacco were made with malice or with ill will, 
Bohannon is not guilty of libel or slander, the court said in 
upholding an earlier decision by the Clare County Circuit 
Court.

The examinations will have 
true-false, multiple choice and 
other types of questions that 
require no writing. A score of 70 
per cent correct is passing. 


Once a person passes the test 
and is certified he can buy res- 
tricted-use pesticides.

Under the state law persons 
applying for certification must 
pay $10.

Big CM 
Passing 
On Huge 
Profits

NEW YORK (AP) - General 


Motors surprised a lot of people, 
shareholders and union officials 
among them, with the timing of 
its announcement this week that 
it was restoring its quarterly 
dividend to 85 cents a share. 


Although the world's largest 


manufacturer had declared a 
special 5* cent dividend earlier 
this year it has left the quarterly 
rate at the recession level of 60 
cents. And industry analysts 
thought it would continue. 


Among the reasons given was 


the company's need to retain 
capital for expansion and the 
"necessity" of waiting until 
wage negotiations were over, 
lest workers use the dividend 
increase as an argument for a 
pay raise. 


GM didn't listen to the 


analysts. After recording an 
amazing profit of (909 million in 
the second quarter, and expect- 
ing a strong third quarter as 
well, it decided to turn over 
close to (244 million to 
shareholders. 


That, roughly, is the sum that 


85 cents a share equals when 
multiplied by 287 million, which 
is about the number of shares 
owned by about 1;325,MO GM 
shareholders. 


You may be sure that critics 


of GM will be quick to argue 
that this (244 million represents 
a rakeoff by the rich, ignoring 
the simple division that reduces 
it to (107.40 per shareholder. 


GM is huge, and because of 


this it produces huge numbers 
— of cars, sales, dividends, 
wages, profits, taxes. Its sales 
figure is to many people almost 
incomprehensible, some (35.7 
billion in 1975, but all GM 
numbers are that way. 


Last year it employed £81,000 


men and women, and that was a 
depressed figure; in 1974 its 
employment was 734,000. Its 
payrolls last year totaled more 
than (10 billion, and yet 1973 
was a bigger year for payrolls. 


Since it is so big, the numbers 


sometimes obscure the tact that 
GM, and other large companies 
too, are social organizations into 
which many people contribute 
and from which many people 
receive benefits. 


More surprising than the fact 


of a dividend restoration at what 
some 
people 
consider, a 


strategically bad time is the 
distribution of the enormous 
revenues that flow into GM. 


Last year, according to the 


GM annual report, 53.4 per cent 
went to suppliers, 34 per cent to 
workers, 6.6 per cent to ta.x»s, 
2.5 per cent for depreciation, 2 
per cent to stockholders, 1.5 per 
cent for "use in business." 


In 1973 the company paid 


more than (2.1 billion in U.S., 
foreign and other income taxes. 
Last year, a relatively depresed 
one, the total still remained 
over (1 billion. 


All this Is not a defense of big 


business, 
but 
merely 
a 


reminder that there is more to a 
company like GM than pollu- 
tion, 
defective 
equipment 


recalls, layoffs and strikes, big 
executive salaries and high 
vehicle prices. 


And there is more to • the 


numbers too. Bigness often is 
bad. because it sometimes 
results in monopoly, restraint of 
trade, resistance to the will of 
the people, and a cocentration of 
wealth and power in the hands 
of a few. 


But in fairness, and to keep 


the present discourse over big- 
ness in perspective, one should 
always seek to divide the dollar 
Figures by the number of people 
involved.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Michigan will be able to sell bonds 


instead of paying cash to fund its construction projects, under 
legislation signed Thursday by Gov. William Milliken. The bill 
was seen as a key to balancing the state's 1976-77 fiscal year bud- 
get, since it eases the burden on the General Fund. Milliken has 
proposed a (370 million bonding program. The new law contains a 
(400 million ceiling, which could later be raised by the legislature. 


Milliken has proposed several specific projects for the fiscal 


year beginning Oct. 1, including a (140 million medical facility at 
the University of Michigan, new state office buildings near the 
Capitol, and new state corrections and mental health facilities. 
Under the program, only a small portion of state construction 
would be continued under the traditional "pay as you go" 
approach.

Big GM 
Passing 


On Huge 


Profits

NEW YORK (AP) - (ieneral 
Motors surprised a lot of people, 
shareholders and union officials 
among them, with the timing of 
its announcement this week that 
it was restoring its quarterly 
dividend to 85 cents a share. 


Although the world’s largest 
m anufacturer had declared a 
special 50 cent dividend earlier 
this year it has left the quarterly 
rate at the recession level of 60 
cents. And industry analysts 
thought it would continue. 


Among the reasons given was 
the com pany’s need to retain 
capital for expansion and the 
“ necessity” of w aiting until 
wage negotiations w ere over, 
lest workers use the dividend 
increase as an argum ent for a 
pay raise. 


GM 
didn’t 
listen 
to 
the 
analysts. After recording an 
amazing profit of $909 million 111 
the second quarter, and expect­ 
ing a strong third q u arter as 
well, it decided to turn over 
close 
to 
$244 
million 
to 
shareholders. 


That, roughly, is the sum that 
85 cents a share equals when 
multiplied by 287 million, which 
is about the num ber of shares 
owne*d by about 1,325,000 GM 
shareholders. 


You may be sure that critics 
of GM will be quick to argue 
that this $244 million represents 
a rake-off by the rich, ignoring 
the simple division that reduces 
it to $107.40 per shareholder. 


GM is huge, and because of 
this it produces huge num bers 
— of cars, sales, dividends, 
wages, profits, taxes. Its sale*s 
figure is to many people almost 
incom prehensible, som e $35.7 
billion in 1975, but all GM 
numbers are that way. 


Last year it employed 681,000 
men and women, and that was a 
depresses! figure; in 1974 its 
employment was 734,000 
Its 


1 »ay rol Is last year totaled more 
than $10 billion, and yet 1973 
was a bigger year for payrolls. 


Since it is so big, the num bers 
sometimes obscure the fact that 
GM, and other large companies 
toe>, are social organizations into 
which many people contribute 
and from which m any people 
receive benefits. 


More surprising than the fact 
of a dividend restoration at what 
some 
people 
consider 
a 
strategically bad tim e is the 
distribution of the enormous 
revenues that flow into GM. 


Last year, according to the* 
GM annual report, 53.4 per cent 
went to suppliers, 34 per cent to 
workers, 6.6 per cent to tax*s. 
2.5 per cent for depreciation, 2 
pe*r cent to stockholders, 1.5 pe*r 
cent for “ use in business.” 


In 1973 the company paid 
more than $2.1 billion in U.S., 
foreign and othe*r income taxe*s. 
Last year, a relatively depresed 
one, the* total still rem ained 
over $1 billion. 


All this is not a defense of big 
business, 
but 
m erely 
a 
rem inder that there is more to a 
company like GM than pollu­ 
tion, 
defective 
equipm ent 
recalls, layoffs and strikes, big 
executive salaries and high 
vehicle pru*es. 


And there is m ore to the 
num bers too Bigness often is 
bad, 
because 
it 
som etim es 
results in monopoly, restraint of 
trade, resistance to the will of 
the people, and a cocentration of 
wealth and power 111 the hands 
of a few . 


But in fairne*ss, and to keep 
the present discourse over big- 
ne*ss in pe*rspc*ctive, one should 
always seek to div ide the dollar 
figures by the num ber of people 
involved.

EASES BUDGET CRUNCH 
Building Bond Bill 
Signed By Milliken 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Michigan will be able to sell bonds 
instead of paying cash to fund its construction projects, under 
legislation signed Thursday by Gov. William Milliken. The bill 
was seen as a key to balancing the state’s 1976-77 fiscal year bud­ 
get, since it eases the burden on the General Fund. Milliken has 
proposed a $370 million bonding program The new law contains a 
$400 million ceiling, which could later be raised by the legislature 


Milliken has proposed several specific projects for the fiscal 
year beginning Oct. 1, including a $140 million medical facility at 
the University of Michigan, new state office buildings near the 
Capitol, and new state corrections and m ental health facilities. 
Under the program , only a sm all peirtion of state construction 
would be* continued under the traditional “ pay as you go" 
approach. 


The state Building Authority, established in 1964 but never 
utilize*d, would oversee construction through the sale of bonds The 
state would lease the buildings from the authority to pay off the 
debt The building program is estim ated to produce some 20,000 
new jobs in the construction industry, Milliken said, and would 
help stimulate recovery from last year’s recession.

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Year-Round Schools Now Cover 2 Million Students

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (Al>) — Year-round schools may be the 


substance of nightmares for some students, but a gnwinf: number 
of communities are swilclmis to (hem with dreams of saving 
money and improving education. A Cambridge consulting firm, in 
the first major study of its kind, examined 24 year-round schools 
operating around the country and concluded they were "a very 
promising innovation." The report, prepared by ABT Associates 
Inc. under a $52.000 contract from the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare, said year-round schools: 


—Were a rapidly growing. locally initiated movement in educa- 


tion. 


—Show potential for providing school districts with economic 


and space savings as well as educational gains. 


—Could have a significant effect on federal policy and on 


American society in general- 


In year-round schools, some portion of the student Iwdy attends 


staggered school terms during each season of the year. Vacations 
are shorter but more frequent than under the traditional school 
calendar. The study said many educators see the traditional school 


calendar as a social anachronism, left over from America's early 
agrarian days, that persisted into the late 20th century out of 
custom. Many year-round programs were started to cope with a 
sudden influx of new students or a shortage of teachers, especially 
following the two world wars and periods of heavy immigration. 


What began as a space and money saver became recognized as 


a way of introducing educational innovations and curriculum 
changes to the school district as a whole. "We must recognize that 
schools should respond to the ever-changing social and educational 
needs of their students and families," Morris A. Shepard, chief 
consultant for the report, said in a recent interview. "I think we've. 
got to look at this concept as a wave of the future." 


More than two million children currently are enrolled-in year- 


round schools, the study says, and California leads the country 
with more than 38 programs. In 1974. districts in 19 states were 
operating about 100 year-round schools and 9f other school dis- 
tricts were seriously considering them. The report said the flexi-' 
We school calendar has special advantages for children from 
nomadic families, like military officials or migrant workers, who

often move several times in the same school yew. Researchers 
also believe that year-round schools can minimize (he usual 
learning loss which children experience during their three-month 
sunnier holiday. 


The study noted that the new calendar has not always met with 


praise and approval. While some parents enjoyed being able to 
lake vacations in the off season, others complained that year- 
round schools disrupted the family's lifestyle. Oilier parents cri- 
ticized the program because their children showed signs of 
psychological letdown and strain after attending school months 
longer than students in nearby districts. The study emphasized 
that changing the calendar alone cannot achieve the kinds of 
educational gains sought by many administrators. Without suf- 
ficient curriculum planning, teacher training and an extensive 
public relations campaign, year-round schools often do not ac- 


complish their objectives. One sore point, the study noted, was the; 
refusal of federal policymakers to take an interest in we 
movement to year-round schools. 
.; 


"Year-round schools have been the product of a grassroots 


movement in this country," Shepard said. "But Washington «-. 
ficials put on blinders when something's not happening under 
their noses. They lead to discount its importance." The report 
urged the federal government to take an active role in the 
movement white being careful not to wrest the schools from state 
and local control. "The federal government should allow local 
school districts a freer hand in spending federal funds on new 
ideas in education." Shepard said. "Policymakers have to be more 
willing to lake a chance and run with the tide. In this case, the 
year-round school movement looks like a good investment of the 
taxpayer's dollar."

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Year-Round Schools Now Cover 2 Million Students

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — Year-round schools may be the 
substance of nightmares for some students, but a growing number 
of communities are switching to them with dreams of saving 
money and improving education. A Cambridge consulting firm, in 
the first major study of its kind, examined 24 year-round st hools 
operating around the country and concluded they were “ a very 
promising innovation.” The report, prepared by ABT Associates 
inc. under a $52,000 contract from the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, said year-round schools: 


—Were a rapidly growing, locally initiated movement in educa­ 
tion. 


—Show potential for providing school districts with economic 
and space savings as well as educational gains. 


—Could have a significant effect on federal policy and on 
American society in general. 


in year-round schools, some portion of the student body attends 
staggered school terms during each season of the year. Vacations 
are shorter but more frequent than under the traditional school 
calendar. The study said many educators see the traditional school 


calendar as a social anachronism, left over from America’s early 
agrarian days, that persisted into the late 20th century out of 
custom. Many year-round programs were started to cope with a 
sudden influx of new students or a shortage of teachers, especially 
following the two world wars and periods of heavy immigration. 


What began as a space and money saver became recognized as 
a way of introducing educational innovations and curriculum 
changes to the school district as a whole. “ We must recognize that 
schools should respond to the ever-changing social and educational 
needs of their students and families,” Morris A. Shepard, chief 
consultant for the report, said in a recent interview. ‘‘I think we’ve 
got to look at this concept as a wave of the future.” 


More than two million children currently are enrolled in year- 
round schools, the study says, and California leads the country 
with more than 38 programs. In 1974, districts in 19 states wen* 
operating about 100 year-round schools and 9$ other school dis­ 
tricts were seriously considering them. The report said the flexi­ 
ble school calendar has special advantages for children from 
nomadic families, like military officials or migrant workers, who

often move several times in the same school year. Researchers 
also believe that year-round schools can minimize the usual 
learning loss which children experience during their three-month 
summer holiday. 


The study noted that the new calendar has not always met wilh 
praise and approval. While some parents enjoyed being able to 
take vacations in the off season, others complained that year- 
round schools disrupted the family’s lifestyle. Other parents cri­ 
ticized the program because their children showed signs of 
psychological letdown and strain after attending school months 
longer than students in nearby districts. The study emphasized 
that changing the calendar alone cannot achieve the kinds of 
educational gains sought by many administrators. Without suf­ 
ficient curriculum planning, teacher training and an extensive 
public relations campaign, year-round schools often do not ac­ 


complish their objectives. One sore point, the study noted, was the 
refusal of federal policymakers to take an interest in the 
movement to year-round schools. 


“ Year-round schools have been the product of a grassroots 
movement in this country,” Shepard said. “ Hut Washington of­ 
ficials put on blinders when something’s not happening under 
their noses. They tend to discount its importance. 
The report 
urged the federal government to take an active role in the 
movement while being careful not to wrest the schools from state 
and local control. “ The federal government should allow local 
school districts a freer hand in spending federal funds on new 
ideas in education,” Shepard said. “ Policymakers have to be more 
willing to take a chance and run with the tide. In this case, the 
year-round school movement looks like a good investment of the 
taxpayer’s dollar.”
